She not only slept in a tent, but 
she slept in a tent •« hen the thermometer 
went sliding down to GO degrees below 
zero. 


The Burrs started from Cincinnati in, 


March, 1898. a few weeks before the war 
broke out. It was not until months after 
the fighting was over that the news of

peace came to them in a camp on I'rank- 
lia creek, far in tho interior of the gold' 
fields. Shu -was here for a year in this 
camp in u oabin, often all alone, while 
hf-r husband was mining.

She amused her- 
Hflf by picking wild flowers, of which 
there v. 
a profusion, and by taking long 


walks lit the woods. 


At one time Mrs. Burr was alone in a 


camp with 500 men, her husband being 
away on a mining trip. She was treated 
with the highest consideration by tbo 
miners, and her every want and domr« 
was anticipated. Sometimes she used to 
go out and pan gold with them, so that 
hhe has n chamois bag with $^00 or !?4IK) 
worth o£ nuggets to bhovr for her outing.

Care of Children'* Hair.

Koine authorities rec- 
ommend thnt u child's hnir should never 
be cut till it is live years old, and certain- 
ly the first hair is toft and silky and 
quite unlike the later growth in appear- 
ance and texture. 


After wa<diiu£ a tiny baby's head brush 


the liair up the \vronsr way with the Hoft- 
i st uf soft liimhi-a. In n K'«'d many cases 
this will induce a natural curl and snvo 
many harrowing experiences with curling 
pins and long-- in the- future. 


KcKardinjr curly hnir, if a child's hnir 


is curly naturally never curl or wave it 
in any artificial way whatever. It is ab- 
solutely fatal and will take out the. 
"kink" entirely. 


Atter a child is five or six years old 


once a fortnight is often enough for Ha 
hair to hi; washed. The process should 
be* as follows: If possible, ufee ruintvnU-r. 
Failing that, add n teaspoonfiil (no more) 
of liquid ammonia to n basinful of hot 
water. ThotoiiKldy lather the skin of tlie 
head and the Ion;; hair xsith s,uine pmu, 
unscentetl soap and rinse all thes soap 
carefully out. Jf the hair is thick, repeat 
tbe jiroet-HS. 
Kiusu the «oap out most 


carefully nnd do not stint clean water. 
Rinse and rirme til! the water remains 
quite clear and finish up with a spouKt- 
f ul or two of cold water to close the pores 
of tbe Kkiu and pi event the child taking 
coid. 


Do not wash the hair at bedtime and 


never in the water the child has been 
batbed in. L"i,e a basin that can b<? tilled 
and emptied frequently iu preference *o 
a bath which takes all the hot water at 
once.

There is Kcarcely any feimplo ailment in 


•which beat may not be advantageous if 
used 
uneicrstandingly. 
BruUes 
nnd 


sprains are better treated by heat than 
cold. It may,be applied us a local bath 
or as a fomentation. 


Colic pains in infants are quieted by 


the application of dry heat after the man- 
ner of our grandmother, who knew the 
value of hot flannels and the importance 
of warm feet nnd hands. If the heat ap- 
plied over the abdomen does riot still the 
pain, try it on the spine. This often pro- 
duces a quieting effect at once. 


An incipient peritonitis or pneumonia 


may be checked by hot application^, ac-" 
companied by rest and fasting, or at least 
abstinence from solid food. 


For earache or toothache beat, either 


moist or dry, -will usually give much com- 
fort. 


If the child cannot breathe with the 


mouth shut, beat applied over the no»e 
will t/e apt to open the nasal passages 
and give relief. 


la headuebe a hot loot and band bath 


are often beneficial. A hot water ling 
over the stomach will promote digestion. 
Spinal irritation and KlceplosftiiMS* are 
freqnently relieved and permanently ben- 
efited by application* of heat, nnd no 
way of administering is more practical 
than by tbe fomentation. 


A knowledge of the value of heat is of 


great value to the mother of "croupy" 
children.—American Mother, Ann Arbor, 
Mich.

ther, the loading of the hay on the 
wagon Is the most laborious part of 
haymaking. With the loader it is possi- 
ble for three men to place a ton of hay 
on a wagon in five minutes, while it 
would require the same men fully fif- 
teen minutes to do the work by hand. 


The machine Is attached to the rear 


of the wagon and operated by the 
same team that draws the load, addinc 
but slightly to the draft. The driving 
power comes from the wheels through 
a ratchet and pawl in the hubs which 
may be thrown on and off at will. 
These drhe a cylindrical cage revolv- 
ing on the axle and carrying six rotrs 
of curved teeth which pick up the bay 
and deposit it on an elevating screen 
whoso driving roller is the revolving 
cylinder. It is then carried to the top 
of the loader, whence it falls on the 
wagon, where it is put in position by 
hand labor. 


The angle of elevation is automatic- 


ally adjusted as the height of the load 
on the wagon increases. An upright 
frame supports several long wood slats 
which rest on the ascending hay to 
prevent its being carried away by wind 
or falling over the sides.

The invention is a simple arrange- 


ment of valves "whereby, on passenger 
trains, the signal pipe is used to sup- 
ply a continuous high pressure in the 
brake cylinder. The reserve force is 
drawn from an auxiliary air tank on 
the engine. This arrangement makes 
It possible to hold the brakes set for an 
Indefinite time and makes the inven- 
tion invaluable to mountain traffic.

can be attached to freight trains by 
the simple addition of a second air 
pipe to each car.

"SCHEME TO BRAKE SHIPS. 


tC«mt*«*l afan'« Invention Fo* Which 


Great Thine* Are Claimed. 


A contrivance for stopping ocean ves- 


aeL<» while going at normal speed Is on 
•view in Montreal. It is an Invention of 
Louis Lacoste of that city, son of Sir 
Alexander Lacoste, chief justice of the 
court of appeal, who has patented it. 


The apparatus, of which Mr. Lacoste 


exhibits models in a tank, consists of, 
OHO or more pairs of doors attached to 
each side of a ship which can be open- 
ed by steam, electricity or compressed 
air. When opened, they stop the ship 
within a few hundred feet without any 
sudden shock. By opening only one 
door the ship can be brought around 
much quicker than can be done by her 
rudder alone.

stamps on letters automatically as 
they are placed In the box. To accom- 
plish this the lid of the box Is mounted 
on ii semicircular, frame provided with 
racks which engaged toothed wheels ou 
the ends of rollers, so that when the Hd 
is lifted for the Insertion of a letter the 
typo on the canceling roller is inked 
and set in position to print on the en- 
velope as tho lid tilts into a closed po- 
sition again.

"When I broke into the newspaper 


business," said the vetaran New York 
correspondent o£ a big western daily, "I 
made a hit on my very first assignment, 
&nd. oddly enough, my success was due 
entirely to my ignorance of my profes- 
sion. 


"I.had long had an ambition to be a 


newspaper man, and when I was offered 
a position on a morning paper I jumped 
at the chance. It wasn't much of a posi- 
tion, and for several months I hung 
•round the qjnce waiting for the news as- 
signment which did not come. Row and 
then I would be sent out to get material 
for an 'obit,' note on somebody who had 
died or perhaps would have a chance at a 
late fire. But it wa* a r#d letter day 
when I got more than, ten lines iato the 
paper. Still, 1 turned up regularly every 
noon, with the reporters and stood around 
•waiting for that assignment. 


"One day the city editor called me to 


his desk and gave me an anonymous post- 
al card the paper had received calling at- 
tention to high assessments which had 
been put upon property in a certain 
street. He told m* to look it up. It was 
one of those- things where the chances for 
a story were about one in a million, but 
with that blissful ignorance which char- 
acterizes the 'c^> 
the place. 


"Not 
knowing 


methods of reporters, I canvassed that 
street from beginning to end—it wag 
about two miles long—and, although I 
met with many rebuff*, I did get some 
stuff that was really good, although I did 
not know it at the time. When I came 
in, I was told to write a column and a 
half, and by a bit of good luck I put the 
story together in the proper form. 


"The itory suggested that great abuses 


had been perpetrated by certain city offi- 
cials, and after It was printed the next 
day two of the old reporters were sent 
out to follow it up. They came back 
without anything, and I was ordered out 
ngain. By following my method of the 
previous day I secured enough additional 
matter for another story, the paper open- 
ed a fight on tho officials in question, and 
for several days that was our leading 
story. 
"That was my start. Not many yoars 


afterward I became the night city editor 
of the same paper. It was Ignorance— 
pure, unadulterated ignorance—of report- 
«rs' methods that yielded my first story, 
but I had sense enough to discover very 
eoon after that the same thing would not 
carry me any farther."—New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser.

PERSEVERANCE OF THE MAN WHO 


SET TO WORK TO FIND IT. 


Bttward JL. Drake and HI* Pint Well 
la Pennsylvania—Reduced at One 
Time by I1U Experiment* to Abso- 
lute Poverty. 
Edward L. Drake was a man of one 


Idea, but he managed to use it to auch 
idvantage that he added §2,000,000,000 
)> the industrial wealth of -the United 
IStates. He was the man who drilled the 
tirst oil well in Pennsylvania. A band- 
some tomb iu Woodlawn cemetery in Ti- 
tusville is the final resting place of the 
remains of Colonel Drake. 


The actual story of the first oil well 


has never, in my opinion, been told. 


Fragments o£ the truth have been giv- 


en, with additions of more or less roman- 
tic error, and there have beeu many sto- 
ries published which have been entirely 
false. I have endeavored iu this article 
to relate only facts which can be vouched 
tor, and in the task ot digging them up I 
am indebted to J. A. Mather and M. N. 
Allen of Titusville for much valuable as- 
sistance.

The notoriety of Tomu)y \Vallace rests 


chiefly upon his theft 'of Toby Itoson- 
thal's paintii«* "Elaine," while it was on 
exhibition In San Francisco in March, 
1875. With three confederates Wallace 
got iuto the basement of the-building in 
which the painting was being exhibited 
and, cutting the canvas from its massive 
frame, rolled it up and escaped.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Mold can be kept from bookcases by

few drops of oil of lavender.

"There is something rather curious to 


ae about the distances that men may fall 
without getting hurt," observed a New 
Orleans contractor, "but it is not always 
.he case that a drunken man can fall far- 
ther than other men without getting 
bruised up or killed. In my own experi- 
ence iu construction work I have observ- 
ed a few instances where perfectly sober 
men have fallen great distances without 
getting hurt. Of coursp, as a general 
thing, a man whose muscles are thor- 
oughly relaxed on account of the influ- 
ence of liquor is less liable to injury than 
the sober man, who will*make all kinds 
of efforts to catch himself and who will 
in this way endanger his limbs by mak- 
ng them rigid ar.d stiff. 


"But I recall the case of a man who 


was working on a building with me sev- 
eral years ago, and at the time he was 
engaged on the fifth story. He was work- 
ing iu one of the windows in the side of 
the building.* In some way be lost his 
balance and weut head over heels down 
the side of the building toward the side- 
walk.
